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U. K.. ITALY AND PORTUGAL REMOVE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The United States welcomes the announcement by the United Kingdom that, effective 
February 1, 1960, quantitative controls will be removed on imports from the dollar area

ts Present and Future

UR greenback today is not as mighty as it used to be a couple of years ago, 


or as we should like it to be. 


On the other hand, it is not as weak as the 


pessimists would make us believe. As so often, the truth is somewhere be- 


tween the two extreme views. 


This must 


be stressed, because there are few 


subjects I can think of on which in recent months so much wisdom and so much 
superficial nonsense has burst forth in print, as has on our dollar. 


Our United States dollar is now and in 
the future will be exactly as strong or as 
weak, as universally respected or widely 
ill reputed, as we make it. Its fate is ex- 
clusively in our hands. That is the big 
difference between our greenbacks and the 
many other currencies which off and on or 
continually are looked upon with various 
doubts by international finance throughout 
the world. Other countries often are in- 
capable to straighten out their monetary, 
fiscal and external payments troubles, be- 
cause of socio-political considerations, or 
dependence upon monocultures, or their 
still inadequately diversified, only partial- 
ly viable economies. But we here are fully 
able to do so—provided we know what has 
to be done, and provided we act accord- 
ingly. And by “we,” I refer to our mone- 
tary managers in the Executive branch of 
our Government, the U. S. Congress, and 
the people of this Nation at Large, es- 
pecially its international business and 
banking community. 

For some time, until quite recently, our 
once almighty dollar has been below parity 
on the spot market and at a discount for 
futures. Presently, it is again harder, but 
chiefly because it is propped by foreign 
short-term investments here and by “hot 
money,” attracted by our high interest 
rates. While ours in intrinsically a solid 
and powerful currency, foreign claims 
against our yellow precious metal holdings 
today exceed our total gold assets. We no 
longer can give our greenback the manda- 
tory 25° gold coverage and, at the same 
time, satisfy all foreign claims. 

One could say that our dollar is im- 
properly managed, to avoid saying that 
it is mismanaged. In fact, we surely would 
make such a statement if we were to dis- 
cuss the monetary unit of a country other 
than our own. The time has come for us 
to live up to the preachments which we 
so generously dispense to others. What is 
good for, say, Argentina or the Philip- 
pines is also good for us. 


That the dollar has lost some of its 
lustre because the European currencies 
have become externally convertible, i. e., 
gained substantially in strength, is only 
part of the story. It is, of course, true that 
the relative position of the dollar suffered 
somewhat as other monetary units firmed. 
But it is also a fact that serious bankers 
as well as speculators in the financial 
centers overseas look with misgivings at 
the deterioration of our external balances, 
at the inability of our Treasury to float 
long-term bonds, upon the gap between the 
outlays and receipts of Uncle Sam, i. e., 
Washington’s budgetary imbalances. 

Let us first examine the undoubted 
points of strength of our dollar: 

(1) The dollar is a classical unit, in age 
and tradition, among the oldest in con- 
tinuous public use, going back to the days 
of the Netherlands Company in the early 
17th Century. 

(2) As far as parity is concerned, it is 
the most stable unit of all, whose last of- 
ficial devaluation (i. e. alteration in rela- 
tionship to gold) took place more than a 
quarter century ago. 

(3) The dollar is the monetary measure 
of the most potent economy of all times, 
of the most powerful body economic ever, 
of a nation unrivalled through the ages 
and for years to come in its development 
of concrete values and wealth in every 
form, in capacity for production in al- 
most every field, in man-hour productivity, 
in dynamic free enterprise energies, and 
in a unique consumer demand, which is 
satisfied by the most colossal distribution 
system yet devised and backed by the 
hugest financing forces ever accumulated. 

(4) The dollar is also the legal tender 
of the world’s historically foremost credi- 
tor nation. 

(5) For at least the past 15 years, the 
dollar has been the foremost accounting 
unit in international business and finance, 
governmental and private, although ster-

(6) By many nations, the dollar is 
equated to gold. Until recently this was 
universal and without mixed feelings. To- 
day, some of the Central Banks of major 
countries quietly sell dollars off and on, 
prefering precious metal. 

(7) Although the dollar has lost 53% 
of its purchasing power at home during 
the past 20 years, this shrinkage repre- 
sents a record still a good deal better than 
that of most other currencies in their 
areas. A notable exception here is the 
Swiss franc, which suffered a debasement 
on its homeground barely two-thirds of 
the erosion of our dollar. 

(8) Abroad, the dollar has stood up bet- 
ter than most other moneys, when one 
takes a long look into the past. In its 
more than eight score years as U. S. pub- 
lic tender, it has been officially devalued 
only three times. The only other cur- 
rency which can boast of a comparable 
record is the British pound. 

(9) In international transactions, our 
dollar is undoubtedly among the freest 
monetary units. It is fully transferable 
and almost unfettered by U. S. restric- 
tions. In the exact sense of the word, it

(1) In the nine years 1950 to 1958, 
which do not include the immediate post- 
war period of exceptional shortages 
abroad, Uncle Sam piled up a trade sur- 
plus in purely commercial goods’ ex- 
changes of $26.7 billion. At the same 
time, our current account surplus (also 
excluding military outlays abroad) came 
to $40 billion. Yet, in this period we 
lost $5.1 billion in gold! 

(2) 1950-1958, private net capital out- 
flow from our shores totaled $15.8 billion, 
but, much more important and of greater 
impact, official U. S. Government net ex- 
penditures and transfers (i. e. all sorts of 
“military” grants and economic assist- 
ance) aggregated a fantastic $65.4 billion. 

(3) And this trend became worse in 
the immediate past. 1957-1958, our com- 
mercial trade surplus came to a most

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count surplus to a huge $13.5 billion. But 
private net capital outflow came to a $6.2 
billion and the drain from the taxpayers 
till to a not very amusing $15.8 billion. 
And in 21 months we lost $3.4 billion in 
gold. 

(4) The private funds which go abroad 
are for the most part productive by any 
standard. This cannot very well be said 
of all our official foreign aid schemes. 
Moreover, Uncle Sam is penalizing capital 
that would go abroad, at a greater risk 
than at home, thus causing our finest com- 
panies to hunt from Liberia to Liechten- 
stein and from Luxembourg to Nassau for 
tax sanctuaries and holding setups, simply 
to escape the U. S. tax collector. Our 
Treasury receives a mere trickle in in- 
come from American operations abroad, 
because it does, in effect, all that could 
be done to keep American companies 
from repatriating foreign earnings. 

(5) Some of our carefully camouflaged 
official spending abvead cannot very well 
be justified on economic, political or mili- 
tary grounds. We have made Laos a 
“net exporter of Cadillacs.” In many 
countries we are either over-spending or 
we have over-extended ourselves, or both. 

(6) Gold assets officially in this coun- 
try come to about $19.2 billion—which is 
just what the foreign claims against us 
amount to. We need about $11.7 billion 
to give our greenback its statutory cover 
but no longer could do so in the most un- 
likely event that there would be a run on 
the dollar. Suggestions that at this time 
of relative dollar weakness we blithely 
give up the principle of mandatory gold 
coverage, seem to forget that, were we to 
do so, you could buy a dollar in Amster- 
dam or Zurich at 70c. or less. Let us see 
clearly that a currency is always as good 
as others see it, not necessarily as it is 
in objective terms or as its owner be- 
lieves it should be. 

(7) Loose talk of an up-grading of the 
gold price, i. e. of a defacto dollar devalu- 
ation continues to make the rounds, here 
and abroad, with varying intensity and 
noise. It is most unlikely that the dollar 
will be devalued or that gold will be re- 
valued upward, at least in the next year 
or so. Only the two major gold producer 
nations would be the gainers: the USSR 
and the Union of South Africa. The 
minute the dollar would go down, most if 
not all other currencies would follow. But 
why are we in a position where such 
rumors recur and recur, where the sta- 
bility of our dollar is so widely and so 
persistently doubted, off and on? 

(8) The U. S. balance of payments 
deficit in 1958 came to $3.4 billion and in 
1959 to about $4 billion. In 1960 it will 
hardly be below $2.5 billion. What do we 
say of and to nations in a similar fix? 

(9) Our last budgetary deficit reached 
$12 billion.

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(12) Not only do we subsidize other na- 
tions, sometimes upon blackmail and with 
poor results, in a fashion where a few 
fatcats in these countries reap all the 
benefits while the populations at large 
know little or nothing of our bounty—we 
also prop our farmers to the tune of about 
$3 billion a year, so that some of them can 
comfortably retire in Florida. At the 
same time, we are engaged in a huge 
dumping operation, called P.L. 480. How 
far will we permit the continuation cf 
primacy of political expediency over 
healthy economics? That do we tell 
countries which act as we do? 

What can be done? 

(a) Above all, we must step up our ex- 
ports. Exports are no longer a minor 
annex to our economy—they have become 
a national necessity. To build up our ex- 
ports to the needed level, the top manage- 
ments of our industries will have to give 
their foreign departments, export divi- 
sions or international affiliates a higher 
priority, a bigger role. Our unique stand- 
ard of living could crumble and our 
growth suffer severely, in days to come, 
if we fail to export enough to pay for 
what we must import. We are not a 
have-all nation. Other industrial coun- 
tries will have to liberalize their quota re- 
strictions. Moves in this direction are 
well under way. But they wil] also have 
to cut duties and some, such as Japan, will 
have to ease monetary curbs. A turn by 
us to protectionism would be disastrous. 
It would be hermaphrodite for the leader 
of the Free World, its chief proponent of 
internationalism in politics, to veer to- 
ward economic isolationism. 

(b) Our foreign aid will have to be re- 
duced to manageable proportions, and we 
will have to get a bigger bang out of the 
billions of bucks the American taxpayer 
spends abroad. A considerable tightening 
is needed in our administration of for- 
eign aid. More businesslike accommoda- 
tions and fewer free grants are sug- 
gested; more private investments and 
fewer governmental gifts. And there is 
no reason why we should not insist on a 
“Spend it Here” clause. This is nothing 
resembling the unlamented “Buy Ameri- 
can” Act. Let the bleeding hearts and 
self-perpetuating spenders understand 
that we cannot give away the strength of 
our dollar; that the other trading nations 
of the world finance only their own ex- 
ports and not those of everybody else. 
Moreover, let us shift from military to 
economic aid and stop labelling things by 
phony designations such as “military sup- 
port” assistance. That the industrialized 
nations will have to help us more far- 
reachingly in aiding the developing coun- 
tries, goes without saying. Here, too, 
some progress is being made. But the in- 
vestments abroad by business and the gov-

FOOD ADDITIVES AMENDMENT OF 1958 


On September 6, 1958, a new law (Publiie Law 85-929) was approved amending the 
Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act This new law is called the “Feed Additives Amendment 
ef 1958," and will become effective on March 6, 1960. ; ; d 

In order that our members may have a brief analysis of the main features of this 
law and the Regulations that have been issued by the Food and Drug Administration 

ith respect to it, a memorandum has been prepared jointly by the Council of American 
Importers, the Association of Food Distributors, the American Chamber of Commerce for 
rade with Italy, the Cheese Importers Association of America, the Olive Oil Associa- 
tion of America, and the American Spice Trade Association Each of these cooperating 
Associations will issue a bulletin to their members on this important subject, incor- 
porating the memorandum agreed upon 

You will note that in item 2 of the memorandum, reference is made to a combined 

st of substances which are generally recognized as safe for their intended use, anc 

ure therefore, exempt from the provisions of this law As these substances are re- 
narded as safe when used under the conditions specified, they are not technically con- 
idered as “food additives 

The explanatory memorandum is as follows 


MEMORANDUM” 

On March 6th, 1960, the U. S. Food and Drug Administration will commence enforce- 
ment of a recent amendment to the Food and Drug Act concerning FOOD ADDITIVES 
which amendment will vitally affect the interests of producers and distributors of food 
in the United States, as well as all foreign sufacturers, foreign exporters and United 
States Importers of food intended for both human or animal consumption. This new law 
tlso affects the interests of everyone making or handling products or substances used in 
the packaging, treating, and preparing of food. 

It is impossible to give a detailed analysis of all of the aspects and implications of 
the new FOOD ADDITIVES AMENDMENT without discussing at length many subjects 
which only food experts, chemists and other specially qualified persons could fully under- 
stand Our Association, in collaboration with several other American trade associations 
oncerned with the manufacture, importation, and distribution of food products, has pre- 
pared this brief summary of some of the important points of the law to inform its 
members of the grave and far-reaching consequences that the enforcement of this law 
vill have upon their interests 

1. Definition of the term “FOOD ADDITIVE."—The term food additive applies to 
any substance that becomes part, or affects the characteristics, of any food, either directly 
or indirectly Any substance which is not generally recognized by competent experts as 
safe for its intended use in food, and may become a part of a food, is a FOOD ADDITIVE 
within the legal definition of the term in the new law. The use of such FOOD ADDITIVE 
is not permitted unless it is covered by the Pesticide Section of the Food & Drug Act 
or its use Was previously sanctioned prior to enactment of the Amendment on September 
f, 1958 under the Food & Drug Act, the Meat Inspection Act or the Poultry Products 
Inspection Act

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IMPORT ACTIVITIES —Continued 

An ADDITIVE is not only a component intentionally added to foods for a given 
purpose, but also any substance which migrates into a food product. This migration, 
transference, penetration or assimilation may occur at any time during which food is in 
the process of being grown, manufactured, packed, processed, prepared treated or even 
transported or kept in storage prior to its sale to an ultimate consumer. 

2. What substances will be considered SAFE.—In accordance with the provisions of 
the Act, the Food and Drug Administration to date has issued two lists of substances 
that are generally recognized as safe for their intended use. \ copy of the statement of 
the Food and Drug Administration and the combined list is available from the Council, 
cost 30c. The Food and Drug Administration states that additions will be made to this 
list from time to time. 

3. Responsibility.—The burden of proving that a food additive is safe rests now upon 
the manufacturer or producer of the food. This is a striking departure from previously 
accepted practice in that the law places the burden upon the manufacturer or producer 
to prove that any additive contained in the product is safe. In the past, the Food and 
Drug Administration had to show that a given substance was harmful and only after 
such showing could legal action be taken. Under the new law, the Food and Drug 
Administration is empowered to seize or detain any food containing an additive which 
has not been cleared as safe. The burden is upon the manufacturer who intends to add 
a new or UNTESTED substance to the food product, to conduct the necessary tests over 
a period of time to prove the safety of the additive and to demonstrate such safety to 
the satisfaction of the Food and Drug Administration 

Nevertheless, the importer or distributor in the United States may have products in 
his possession detained or seized and forbidden from sale if any foreign manufacturer 
uses an additive suspected of being unsafe. 

4. PETITION TO ESTABLISH SAFETY OF NEW ADDITIVES.—The law provides for 
a procedure by which any person may file with the Food and Drug Administration a peti- 
tion proposing the issuance of a regulation prescribing the condition under which any 
food additive may be safely used for the particular purposs Such petition must be ac- 
companied by scientific data to support the claim that the additive is harmless for the 
particular purpose intended, The additive may not be used until the Food and Drug 
Administration has issued a specific regulation Approval for a particular use does not 
signify permission to use the additive in other products or under other conditions. 

If a request for an approval is denied, the Act provides procedures for appeal by the 
applicant These procedures are lengthy and may take up to two years or more.

KEATING BILL 


On January 21, 1960, Senator Kenneth B. Keating (R., N. Y.) introduced a bill which 
would authorize the President to issue orders imposing new or additional duties, import 
quotas, or other remedies to afford relief to domestic industries being injured or likely 
to be injured by imports of goods which are produced in foreign countries under wages 
and working conditions below United States standards. This bill provides that the Secre- 
tary of Labor shall make an investigation of any situation in which it is alleged that 
the differential in costs, due to the existence of wage rates and working conditions 
significantly below United States standards, gives foreign manufacturers or producers 
a competitive advantage over United States manufacturers or producers. 

f, as a result of such an investigation, the Secretary of Labor finds that a domestic 
industry is being injured or likely to be injured, he is directed to recommend to the 
President new or additional duties not to exceed the existing rates of duty by 100 per 
cent or by the amount of 50 per centum ad valorem, whichever is higher, or to recom- 
mend import quotas or other remedies as he shall deem necessary or proper in each case. 
Upon receipt of such recommendation, the President is authorized to issue an order 
specifying the new or additional duties or import quotas recommended by the Secretary, 
or to take other necessary action. 

This bill, 8. 2882, is a revision of a similar bill, S. 2663, which Senator Keating intro- 
duced last September. S. 2882 is co-sponsored by Senators J. Glenn Beal (R., Md.), 
Styles Bridges (R., N. H.), Norris Cotton (R., N. H.), Thomas J. Dodd (D., Conn.), John 
0. Pastore (L., R. 1.), Winston L. Prouty (R., Vt.), Leverett Saltonstall (R., Mass.), and 
Alexander Wiley (R., Wis..). 

Recently, bills similar to S. 2882 have been introduced in the House f Representa- 
tives and referred to the Committee on Ways and Means. Among these are H.R. 9829 by 
John S. Monagan (D., Conn.), H.R. 9832 by Harold C. Ostertag (R., N. Y.), a. 9841 by 
James E. Van Zandt (R., Pa.), H.R. 9991 by Katharine St. George (R., N. Y.), H.R. 10002 
byWm. Jennings Bryan Dorn (D., S. C.), and H.R. 10103 by A. Paul Kitchen (D., N. C.) 

The Council has registered its strong opposition to these biils with Senator Harry F. 
Byrd, chairman of the Senate Committee on Finance, and Representative Wilbur D. Mills 
chairman of the House Committee on Ways and Means. Our letters requested that public 
hearings be held in the event the bills are taken up for consideration.

RULING OF BUREAU OF CUSTOMS ON FOREIGN TRADE ZONE—In your letter 
of January 5, 1960, you ask whether merchandise stored in a foreign trade zone in the 
United States could be removed therefrom free of duty with the benefit of the exemptions 
of a returning resident who purchased it while abroad and declared it upon his return 
Your inquiry resulted from your receipt from a member of your association of a letter 
in which there was described a plan to solicit purchases by tourists abroad of mer 
chandise which would be delivered to their homes in the United States from stocks 
maintained in a free zone, or by an affiliate store in the country of origin of the item 

Merchandise may be stored in a foreign trade zone and withdraw in accordance 
with the provisions of the Foreign Trade Zones Act and applicable regulations. However, 
under the circumstances set forth in your letter, merchandise in a United States foreign 
trade sone could not be imported with the benefits of a returning resident's exemptions 
because it would not be regarded as having been acquired abroad.

Recent changes in regulations of the Department of Agriculture relating to importa- 
tion of plants and plant products by mail for immediate exportation (7 CFR Part 351) 
have added certain Plant Quarantine stations to the list of those to which parcel post 
or other mail packages containing plants or plant products may be diverted for disposi- 
tion under such regulations Reference to payment of postal charges on such mail 
shipments has been deleted for no charges are applicable.

REFRIGERATORS 


In the case of Camley International Co., Ine. v. United States, Abstract 63473, dated 
November 2, 1959, the United States Customs Court held that gas refrigerators were 
classifiable as machines, not specially provided for, under paragraph 372, Tariff Act of 
1930. 

The description which appears in the abstract, indicates that the refrigerators in 
question have no moving parts. It further appears that the question, whether merchan- 
dise to be considered machines for the purpose of paragraph 372 must have moving parts, 
was not considered by the court In Simon, Buhler & Baumann (Ine.) v. United States, 
8 Ct. Cust. App. 273, T.D. 37537, the court stated that one of the prerequisites for classi- 
fication as a machine is that the article must be a mechanical contrivance, indicating 
that a machine must have moving parts. This position is supported by United States v. 
J. E. Bernard & Co., Ine., 30 C.C.P.A. 213, in which the court stated, “It is our opinion 
that a machine such as Congress had in mind must have some movable parts.” 

The application of Abstract 63475 is therefore limited to the importation specifically 
covered thereby. [T.D. 55030.]

SPRING CLOTHESPINS & SAFETY PINS—NO INVESTIGATION 

The President has concurred with the United States Tariff Commission’s recent 
findings that no formal investigation should be instituted at this time to determinge 
whether the tariff should be reduced on imports of spring clothespins and safety pins 
The President found, with the Tariff Commission, that there is not sufficient reason at 
this time to reopen the escape clause actions which resulted two years ago in increases 
in the tariffs on these items. The resident's decision means that the increased rates of 
duty established in December, 1957 as the result of escape clause actions will continue 
to apply without reduction or other modification 


MARKING 


Imported shoes—There have been submitted to the Bureau recently a number of 
imported shoes on which the mark , of the name of country of origin is not as legible 
ind conspicuous as 18 req ired by ‘ mn o4. Tariff t of 1930, as amended 

Two of the shoes are marked name of a vy (Paris, Toyko) which in itse 
is not sufficient to indicate the nan the country of origin One sandal from South 
Africa is marked “Mexicanos by lI Ss. A Which is not an acceptable marking for 
products of the Union of South Africa 

On several of the shoes the name of the country of origin is molded into the rubber 
soles. In order for this form of marking to be acceptable, the letters should be large 
enough to be easily read and should be in a conspicuous place on the sole 

Future shipments of shoes shall not be released from customs custody unless the 
marking, when required, is legible and conspicuous as required under section 304, Tariff 
Act of 1930, as amended «C/L S111) 

Imported welding fittings—It has been reported to the Bureau that there has bee 
some confusion over the interpretation of the term welding fittings.” The sureau 
of the opinion that for the purposes of this circular letter the term welding fittings also 
includes welding flanges 

It has also been reported that these articles are sometimes imported covered with a 
black asphalt or tar coating with the country of origin stenciled thereon with white 
paint Importers have said that it is “most unlikely” that these will be repainted before 
reaching the ultimate purchaser. In view of this the Bureau believes that those welding 
fittings and flanges marked in the manner described may be passed as properly marked 
(C/L, 20890—Supp. Neo. 1.) 

Possible importation into the United States of articles from the Soviet Occupied Zone 
of Germany with false markings as to the ntry of origin—Trade between West 
Giermany and the Soviet Occupied Zone of Germany is regulated by agreements entered 
into by representatives of the two Governments and the exchange of goods is subject 
to licensing. We have received a letter from the senior customs representative in Frank- 
furt, Germany, relative to a recent liberalization of import procedures between the 
two zones 

Small purchases of certain articles up to a value of Deutsche Mark 2,000.00 per person 
per month may now be made by any buyer in West Germany and shipped to him from 
the Soviet Occupied Zone. Prior to this the value limit for small purchases was Deutsche 
Mark 1,000.00 

Some of the merchandise which may be obtained through the simplified procedure 
includes all optical and scientific instruments, cameras, binoculars, office machines, toys 
tools, physical exercise and sporting equipment, and underwear and outerwear 

The senior customs representative states that it may be expected that some of these 
articles will be offered for importation into the United States with false markings 
as to the country of origin, and this information is being circularized to alert customs 
officers to that possibility (C/L 3110.)

TARIFF CLASSIFICATIONS 


Certain alloys containing but not in chief value of magnesium—The Bureau of Cus- 
toms published a notice in the Federal Register dated October 28, 1959, that the tariff 
classification of certain alloys containing but not in chief value of magnesium was 
under review. The Bureau by its letter to the collector of customs at New York, New York, 
dated February 11, 1960, ruled that alloys in ingot form containing 80 percent mag- 
nesium and 20 percent thorium, and alloys in sintered pellet form containing 60 percent 
magnesium and 40 percent zirconium, which are in chief value of thorium and zirconium, 
respectively, are not classifiable as magnesium alloys under paragraph 375, Tariff Act 
of 1930, but are classifiable as articles not specially provided for, manufactured, composed 
in chief value of other metal, under paragraph 397, Tariff Act of 1930. 

As the Bureau's ruling of February 11, 1960, will result in the assessment of duty 
at a higher rate than has heretofore been assessed under a uniform and established 
practice, it shall be applied to such or similar merchandise only when entered, or with- 
drawn from warehouse for consumption after 90 days after the date of publication 
of an abstract of that decision in the weekly Treasury Decisions 

Certain columbium concentrates—The Bureau of Customs published a notice in the 
Federal Register dated August 1, 1959, that there was under review the practice of 
admitting free of duty under paragraph 1719, Tariff Act of 1930, as minerals, crude or 
not advanced in condition or value by grinding, refining, or other process of manufacture, 
not specially provided for, certain so-called columbium concentrates obtained by sub- 
jecting raw ore to crushing, grinding, tabling, flotation, and magnetic separation, and 
treating the resultant product by leaching with nitric acid. The Bureau by its letter to 
the collector of customs, New York, New York, dated January 13, 1960, ruled that this 
product is properly classifiable under the provision in paragraph 214, for earthy or 
mineral substances, wholly or partly manufactured, and articles, wares, and materials 
(crude or advanced in condition), composed wholly or in chief value of earthy or mineral 
substances, not specially provided for, whether susceptible of decoration or not, not 
decorated in any manner, dutiable at the rate of 15 percent ad valorem under that para- 
rraph as modified 

As this ruling will result in the assessment of duty when heretofore under a uniform 
and established practice no duty has been assessed, it shall be applied to such or similar 
merchandise only when entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption after 
“0 days after the date of publication of an abstract of this decision in the weekly 
Treasury I[tecisions 


FOLIC ACID FROM JAPAN 


Determination of no sales at less than fair value—-A complaint was received that 
folic acid from Japan was being sold to the United States at less than fair value within 
the meaning of the Antidumping Act of 1921 

I hereby determine that folic acid from Japan is not being, nor is likely to be, sold 
in the United States at less than fair value within the meaning of section 201l(a) of 
the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(a)) 

Statement of reasons.—Folic acid is sold for home consumption in Japan and to 
third countries The quantity sold for home consumption was too small in relation 
to the quantity sold otherwise than for exportation to the United States to form an 
adequate basis for comparison. Consequently, for fair value purposes, purchase price 
was compared to third country price 

In caleulating third country price, deductions were made for shipping charges, 
inland and ocean freieht, insurance, commission, and finance charges. Adjustment was 
also made for the difference in cost of packing. 

In caleulating purchase price, allowance was made for shipping charges, inland and 
ocean freight, and insurance 

On the basis of the foregoing, it was found, with the exception of one sale, that 
the purchase price was not less than the third country price for the period under review 
The quantity involved in the one sale was considered to be not more than insignificant 

This determination and the statement of reasons therefor are published pursuant to 
section 201(c) of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(c)) 

SHRIMP 

In response to a resolution of the Committee on Ways and Means of the House of 
Representatives, adopted February 9%, 1960, the United States Tariff Commission has 
instituted an investigation with regard to shrimp under the authority of section 332 of 
the Tariff Act of 1930 (19 U.S.C. 1332) 

Hearing. A public hearing. at which interested parties will be given opportunity to 
be present and to be heard, will be held in connection with the foregoing investigation 
in the Hearing Room of the Tariff Commission, 8th and FE Streets, N.W., Washington, D. C 
beginning at 10 a.m. E.S.T. on March 16, 1960.

000 pounds, or about 10 percent of the total amount licensed, has not been imported 
or purchased for importation, and the Treasury Department has decided it will consider 
applications for licenses to import this balance To receive consideration, applications 
must be filed prior to February 2%, 1960, by or on behalf of persons who have previously 
(1959 or earlier) received licenses to import camel hair or who are engaged in the 
business of processing camel hair Kach application should state the quantity of camel 
hair for which a license is being requested and the names and addresses of all persons 
vho it is contemplated will be involved as suppliers, agents or shippers. Each application 
should also set forth the quantity of camel hair purchased by the applicant in each of 
the years 1954 through 1959, and the portion thereof resold without processing Licenses 
ssued on the basis of these applications will require that the camel hair be imported 
within the first five months of 1960

HR 9146 is Expected to Be Acted Upon 
At the Present Session of Congress 


We Repeat The Views Expressed In Our 
November Advertisement And Urge That You Inform 
Your Congressman Of Your Opinion 


“H R 9146 is more exciting than a Dow ad so we will talk about this bill, also known as 
the Customs Administrative Act of 1959. It should look good to the importers with a few 
exceptions 

The bill contains a neighborly provision that will allow non-residents a $200 exemption 
for gifts. We have always felt guilty about our government collecting money on a gift some 
kindly Japanese traveler intended for us. 

The big part of the bill covers appraisement and liquidation. Heretofore an appeal to 
reappraisement had to be filed within thirty days after appraisement. The bill extends the 
time to ninety days. More important the appraiser can review his action. Previously the 
appraiser could make a mistake, concede the point but only the court could rectify the error. 
At one time we believe a similar proposal encountered objections from customs attorneys but 
we hope they will reconsider their objections. 

Another excellent provision in the bill should result in liquidation and appraisement 
dates being simultaneous in most instances. This would mean that an appraisement issue 
wouldn't hold up liquidation. 

In the past appeals to reappraisement have deferred liquidation for as much as ten years 
As a consequence importers received bills for increased duty ten years after entry. 

We object to one provision of the bill. This provision enables the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury to authorize any Customs employee to cite anyone and to cause him to present all of 
his records that the customs employee deems material. The person cited doesn't even have to 
be an importer or a Custom House broker and only the Customs employee decides what is 
material. Conceivably the Customs messenger could have authority to require us to present 
to him our income tax or marriage license. We wonder what Mrs. White did with it. 

This is a lay opinion of the bill and only goes into the features that particularly 
impressed us.
